Girl Escapes, Captor 


Surrenders To Police

A 
convicted killer who held two 
persons hostage in a Jam aica 
apartm ent for more than 31 
hours 
surrendered 
to 
police 
today. 
One of his two hostages, his 
5-year-old niece, was rescued 
alive, but the second, the girl’s 
stepfather, 
was found 
dead, 
police reported. 
Floyd Steele, 56, a jobless 
parolee 
with 
a 
history 
of 
mental 
illness, 
gave 
up 
to 
police about 8:30 a.m ., after 
they had obtained release of the 
girl through a ruse. He had 
begun his holdout with his two 
hostages about 1 a m. Tuesday. 
Steele 
had 
kept 
scores 
of 
besieging police officers at bay 
throughout 
the 
ordeal 
by 
threatening to kill the girl. 
The child’s mother, Peggy 
K insler, who had also been 
taken 
hostage, 
m anaged 
to 
escape shortly after her cap ­ 
ture by lowering herself from 
the third-floor apartm ent on a 
rope of sheets. 
The girl, A ver ill, dressed in a 
white T-shirt and pink slacks, 
walked 
from 
the 
building 
accom panied by a policewo­ 
man 
Her m other broke down in 
tears when she learned of her 
husband’s death. She was taken 
to a day room in the apartm ent 
building 
and 
comforted 
by 
police. 
Early this morning, Steele 
promised to release the child to 
a 
woman 
he 
called 
“ Aunt 
M argaret," then refused to do 
so when the woman, identified 
as 
M argaret 
Williams, 
ap- 
jieared. 
He 
also 
asked 
to 
see 
a 
woman 
he 
called 
Grandm a 
Dorothy, identified as Dorothy 
Cunningham, She was brought 
to the building and talked to 
Steele but apparently could not 
convince him to free the child. 
Steele, a convicted killer and 
a 
jobless 
parolee 
from 
the 
Mattewan State Hospital for the 
Criminally 
Insane, 
held 
the 
kindergarden student on his lap 
tor hours with a gun at her 
head Tuesday and threatened to 
kilt the child if anyone opened 
the door. 
Police 
reported 
that 
an 
officer this morning managed 
to wave a lollipop through an 
open door of the apartm ent and 
the child walked to get 
it. 
Steele, apparently half asleep, 
did not stop her and the officer 
seized A ver ill and rushed her 
from the area. 
Members of the gunm an’s 
family, his parole officer and 
police officers took turns trying 
to persuade him to free' the 
girl, Averill, 
a 
kindergarten 
pupil. 


“We’re going to wait it out 
and bring the child out safely,” 
said Lt. Frank Bolz, a licensed 
psychologist 
who 
heads 
the 
pol i ce 
depart m ent’s 
hostage 
unit. 


Police were hesitant to take a 
shot at the gunman. They not. 
only feared for the child but the 
area has been the scene of a 
few racial confrontations. 
A 
suspended 
white 
policeman, 
Thomas Shea, is now on trial 
for 
m urder 
in the 
shooting 
death of a 
10-year-old black 
child in the area. 
“ W e’re giving him, a rest 
now,” Bolz said of the gunman. 
“We re playing a waiting gam e 
now.” 
Floyd Steele, 56, the jobless 
parolee from a mental hospital, 
lived in the apartm ent with the 
family. He was arm ed with a 
large handgun, probably a .357 
m agnum . Steele has a string of 
arrests and served tim e for the 
1963 slaying of his young girl 
friend. 


Door Ajar 
Police Deputy Inpsector Wil­ 
liam Johnson said the door to 
the apartm ent was “cracked 
just a bit, and every time we 
open the door, we see he has 
the girl on his lap.” 
“ Every time we attem pt to 
open the door.” Johnson said, 
Steele yells, ‘“Close the door or 
I’ll shoot the g irl!” ’

Throughout 
the 
long, 
hot 
afternoon Tuesday, Steele fired 
a half dozen shots through the 
door. A policeman was slightly 
wounded, but officers did not 
return the fire.

Kinsler, 
32. 
escaped 
from the apartm ent about 
1 
a.m . Tuesday by fashioning a 
makeshift rope from bed sheets 
and 
lowering 
herself out 
a 
third-floor window. 


Mrs. Kinsler, who has six 
other children by a previous 
m a rria g e , w as tre a te d at a 
hospital for minor injuries. She 
returned to the scene early this 
morning.

At the foot of the white ram p 
against Nixon’s jet, the Spirit of 
’76. Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat reached out and shook 
Nixon’s hand and smiled.

crowd. “ It is indeed a great 
day for us.” Sadat replied.

It was reported here Tuesday 
that the Rush County Sheriff’s 
D ep artm en t 
and 
R ushville 
Police Departm ent assisted in 
escorting the gypsies out of 
Rush County and into Decatur 
County at approxim ately 6 p.m. 
Monday. 
In talking with the sheriff’s 
departm ent yesterday, it was. 
learned that the gypsies went 
through 
Rush 
County 
a p ­ 
parently without any trouble. 
It w as rum ored T uesday 
morning 
that 
after 
Decatur 
County took the caravan, there 
was trouble, but Decatur County 
Deputy Fred Huser stated yes­ 
terday that the gypsies left 
D ecatur C ounty en ro u te to 


Shelby County again, with no 
trouble at all. 
The gypsies apparently left 
the Shelby vi lie Police D epart­ 
ment and the Shelby County 
Sheriff’s Departm ent with a 
“headache" last Friday when 
they were finally “ordered out 
of town” by the Shelby County 
law 
enforcem ent 
authorities. 
The Shelbyville News reports 
they were camped near the 
gravel pits North on State Road 
9 in Shelby County Friday, when 
they left their encam pm ent and 
started “ raiding” Shelbyville

High Court Gets Praise For 


Parochial School Decision 
By CHARLOTTE MOULTON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court drew praise 
today from both Catholics and 
non-Catholics for its decision 
that poor children in church 
schools must get as much 
attention under federal pro­ 
grams as children in public 
schools. 
The case concerned inner city 
schools in Kansas City, where 
parents of parochial school 
children sued tor $13 million in 
federal funds, saying they were 
denied their fair share of 
federal help from 1966 to 1969. 
The key question was wheth­ 
er public school teachers should 
be sent into church schools 
during normal schools hours. 
Missouri law forbids the prac­ 
tice. 
In an opinion by Justice 
Harry A. Blackmun the court 
ruled that a state is not 
required under the 1965 Ele­ 
mentary and Secondary Educa­ 
tion Act to engage in such a 
program if it is prohibited 
under state law. But Blackmun 
said a comparable program 
must be prov ided 
Over the strenuous objection 
of Justice William 0. Douglas, 
the court avoided deciding 
whether use of public school 
teachers in religious schools 
would be a unconstitutional 
“establishment of religion

Bishop James Rausch, gener­ 
al secretary of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference, said the 
decision shows that while some 
types of aide to non-public 
education may not meet consti­ 
tutional tests, legislatures can 
devise programs that do. 
Douglas said his colleagues 
were postponing a question 
which should be decided now to 
“save the endless hours and 
efforts which hopeful people 
will expend in an effort to 
constitutionalize w’hat is im­ 
possible w ithoyt a constitutional 
amendement.’ 
Rausch pointed out that the 
high court has handed down a 
series of decisions permitting 
certain forms of aid to private 
schools students out of public 
funds. Starting in 1947, the 
court allowed reinbrusment of 
parents for children's bus fares. 
Other decisions concern the 
suppling of text books, lunches 
and health services. 
In other opinions the court: 
—Ruled that an alibi witness 
identified voluntarily to police 
by a defendant can testify in 
court even though the defend­ 
ant was not given in every 
detail all the warnings required 
in

decisions. 
—Ruled in a Pittsburg case 
that a city may tax the gross 
receipts of private parking lots 
even though they compete with 
city-owned lots. 
— Upheld Federal Power 
Commission rates and refund 
formulas set in 1971 for the 
Southern Louisana natural gas 
area, which produces one-third 
of the natural gas used in the 
United States.

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - The 
I nd i a n a Supreme Court Monda y, 
by a 4-1 vote, disbarred an In­ 
dianapolis attorney for “gross 
neglect and lack of concern” 
about his clients in two estate 
matters. 
Then the court divided 3-2 on 
the question of whether the at­ 
torney could be required to 
make restitution before rein­ 
statement. 
The decisions concern Frank 
A. Case. The Supreme Court 
majority disbarred Case from 
the practice of law for one year 
and added a provision that “no 
application for reinstatement as 
a member of the bar shall be 
considered until the applicant 
has made due proof of restitu­ 
tion to the parties represented 
by respondent who were the 
subject matter involved in this 
proceeding." 
The hearing officer named by 
the court for the disciplinary 
proceeding on a complaint filed 
by the Disciplinary Commission 
w as Monroe Circuit Court Judge 
Nat U. Hill. 
Hill had recommended a 60- 
day suspension for a violation 
of the “Code of Professional 
Responsibility for Attorneys At 
Law" and the “Canons of Pro­ 
fessional Ethics” of the Amer­ 
ican Bar Association. 
Hill found “no evidence that 
any of the respondent’s (Case) 
conduct involved moral turpi­ 
tude. Rather, respondent's con* 


missioner and youth delegate

Purdue Says Corn Can Be 
Planted As Late As June 25

(UPI) — Purdue agronomists 
said Friday that early season 
hybrid corn varieties can be 
planted in Central Indiana as 
late as June 25 if drying equip­ 
ment is available. 
In a farm weather summary 
and outlook for Indiana, agron­ 
omist Bill Reiss said mid-sea­ 
son corn hybrids can be planted 
only to June 5 but if drying 
equipment is available planting 
of corn can be extended to 
June 15. 
“Early season hybrids can be 
planted in Central Indiana to 
June 15 and if drying equip­ 
ment is availabte to June 25,” 
he added. “However, considera­ 
tion should be given to planting 
soybeans instead of corn after 
June 10 unless nitrogen and 
corn herbicides have already 
been applied.” 
Experts said the length of re­ 
maining growing season, should 
be considered for any corn 
planted in June. Normally, corn 
is planted in May, usually early 
in the month. But heavy and 
consistent rain during May this 
spring delayed much field work 
including planting. 
“Average occurrence of first 
freezing temperatures is around 
Oct. 10 in Central Indiana and 
Oct. 1-5 in Northern Indiana.

corn." 
Begeman said short-season 
corn generally do not have the 
yield potential of full-season 
corns, and added that hybrids 
should be selected to take ad­ 
vantage of the longest possible 
growing season available in an 
area. 
Corn requires 2,500 to 2,800 
growing degree days to mature, 
the fewer degree days for a 
short-season corn and the great­ 
er for a full-season corn.

The 1974 session of the Indiana 
General Assembly not only 
failed to act in the best interest 
of mentally ill Hoosiers, but has 
actually placed the State of 
Indiana in the middle of a very 
expensive legal problem, ac­ 
cording to Joseph R. Brown, 
executive director of the Mental 
Health Association in Indiana 
(MHAI). 
A $15-million class action law- 
suit seeking back pay for 
patients employed but not paid 
by Indiana mental hospitals has 
been filed in the LaPorte circuit 
court on behalf of two plantiffs.

Dedicates 
Handicapped 
Facility 


NEW ALBANY. Ind. (UPI) - 
For the second tim e in its insti­ 
tutional life. Silvercrest is oper­ 
ating as a health care facility. 
First it was a tuberculosis 
hospital. Now it serves the mul­ 
tiply handicapped. 
Governor Bowen, in dedica­ 
tory rem arks Monday evening, 
outlined the story of Silvercrest 
which 
he 
said 
“exemplifies 
what can happen, in a most 
positive fashion, when public 
desires for governmental serv­ 
ice—which often seem to move 
in opposite directions—operate 
at their fullest potential.” 
Bowen, a 
former member 
and Speaker of the Indiana 
House, recalled that the law­ 
m akers had been faced with a 
dilem m a. 
“The fine tuberculosis hospital 
facility that the state built a 
relatively few years ago was 
idled in 1971,” he said 
“The 
treatm ent needs of Hoosier tu­ 
berculosis patients, in light of 
modern 
medical 
techniques, 
were not such that this hospital 
facility was necessary. 
"But this medical advance­ 
ment brought with it a problem 
that had to be resolved by the 
State of Indiana. And that prob­ 
lem was this—what do we do 
with the Silvercrest Hospital9 It 
i s a fi ne. welI -bu i 11 fac i 1 i ty—bet - 
ter in fact than many other of 
our institutions." 
Bowen, a medical doctor, ob­ 
served that while the law m akers 
d€*bated the future of Silver­ 
crest, there was on the part of 
the public “ a growing realiza­ 
tion that our overall delivery 
system of health and psychiat­ 
ric services possessed a glariYig 
gap in program m atic opera­ 
tions. Indiana had nothing for 
the child who suffered the af­ 
ilie t ions of a multiple of handi­ 
caps." 
In 1973, through what Bowen 
termed “cooperative efforts of 
our adm inistration and hard­ 
working m em bers of the Indi­ 
ana General Assembly,” the fu­ 
ture use of Silvercrest and the 
tilling of the gap in health care 
for those suffering from more 
than 
one 
physical 
handicap 
were solved 
"In 1973, Silvercrest was fund­ 
ed and authorized to open its 
doors again, this tim e to Indi­ 
ana" s n i u 11 i p I y-hand) capped chil­ 
dren,*' Bowen said “Silvercrest 
was an idea and a cause which 
not only endured the comings 
and goings of the public routine 
but which was ultim ately made 
better by them."

Mrs. 
Lasser, 
who 
had 
a 
mastectomy in 1952, has just 
returned from a three months- 
trip through Southeast Asia and 
Australia, speaking to radio, 
television and live audiences. 
"400 Million People" 
She c an ’t even estimate how 
many women—and m en—she 
reached in the 10 countries but 
it had 
to 
be 
in the 
many 
millions. 
“ I spoke over National Radio 
in Hong Kong," she said, "and 
I 
was 
told 
the 
broadcast, 
translated into several dialects, 
eventually 
would 
reach 
400 
million people. 
"In Adelaide, Australia, blind 
women were reading Braille

tion.”

Among the known dangers, 
exposure to coal dust, asbestos, 
cotton fibers, as well as metals 
like beryllium and dusts like 
silica cause severe lung disease.

slaughter. 
“Candidates who are already 
in office definitely have a big 
handicap,” one worried con­ 
gressman told me. “Those who 
are trying to get to Washington 
have an advantage over those 
of us who are already here.” 
I said, “It’s too bad you can’t 
be your own opponent. You 
might have a better chance of 
winning in November if you 
were running against yourself.” 
Misfortune to Win 
“That’s right,” the congress­ 
man ¡said glumly. “But since I. 
had 'the misfortune to win the 
race two years ago 'the only 
way I can run this year is to 
run. for re-election,.” 
“It all ¡seems so 'unfair,” I 
commiserated... “No candidate 
should be made to suffer for his 
previous victories.” 
Actually, however, the plight 
of the incumbents isn’t entirely 
bleak.
